Old timers in different parts of the 
world seem to have a lot of queer ways 
for predicting the severity at the winter. 
Some of these homespun long-range 
weather forecasts go by the thickness of 
the fur on different wild animals, the 
amount of stored fat on the bears, 
whether there is a sparse or a prolific 
crop of berries on the wiki shrubs, and 
on the plumpness of tiie buds on certain 
trees. 

Personally, 1 have never been able to 
get into my head just what kind of built- 
in weather predictor these creatures 
and plants use to enable them to 
condition themselves for an abnormally 
severe winter 

WWW 

One conservative and highly re¬ 
spected scientific institute in the United 
States has taken these folk tales 
seriously enough to run a series of tests 
and to keep a most complete set of 
records over a number of years. So far, 
they haven't been able to pin down any 
correlation between the animal's coats 
and the subsequent weather except in 
one Instance. 


There is a little fuzzy caterpillar 
with a brown stripe down its back, and 
there seems to be a definite relationship 
between the width of this stripe and the 
severity of the winter that follows . 

The institute conducting these tests 
seems to be quite excited, In a dignified 
sort of way, over its discovery, and I 
can just imagine that the woods and 
forests of New England were overrun 
last summer with bearded and bespec¬ 
tacled professors, all busily stalking 
caterpillars, measuring their stripes, 
and waiting hopefully for the weather 
reports.

SHAWNIGAN LAKE - Young 
and old enjoy the wealih of 
advantage that books afford. 

A Shawnigan Library Associa¬ 
tion has almost always made 
books available to the oldest or 
youngest villager. 

Even a fire in 1930, which 
destroyed the whole commercial 
aite, did not prevent a library 
from be i ng reopened only one 
week later.

The first mention of any type 
of library was in 1919. It was 
organized by the Women s Insti¬ 
tute. 

Later records show first rent 
paid was in 1925 and in an 
annual library report tor 1929, 
3,570 vtwtx were noted, as well 
as 5.000 books lent out.

To commemorate the opening 
of the library in 1932, a Mias M. 
Clay from the Victoria, Public 
Li tarry donated a handsome 
dictionary. This book can still 
be found on toe shelves. 

The one-room building Is rtiU 
in use, only more shelves have 
been erected, and H is heated 
by an oil stove instead of a pot¬ 
bellied wood furnace- 
k k k 

The villagers have not always 
sigjported a public government 
library. Records show in 1935 
ratepayers turned down a 
plebiscite to join a union library 
scheme. 

The villagers thought toey had 
a "good enough" library. 

Ten years later a similar 


plebiscite was accepted and the 
Shawnigan Public Library be¬ 
came a branch of the Vancou¬ 
ver Island Union Library. 

■k k k 

Now, more than 40 years 
later, the regional library rents 
the same building from the 
association and maintains a 
part-time librarian. 

About 3.000 gooks are looated 
on the shelves. Last year almost 
7,000 books left the Hhrary. The 
7,000 books left the lbrary. The 
hooka are rotated once a month 
and are available on request.

Readers range from a tender
